The test is part of the Florida Sugar 
Cane League's program to find the most 
cost-effective ways to use limerock to 
remove phosphorus. 

Meanwhile, U.S. Sugar Corp, has started 
the lengthy and expensive process of 
getting its field ditches ready to implement 
the results of the Ritta experiment. At a 
rate of about one-quarter mile per day, and 
at a cost of $1,500 to $5,000 per mile, 
depending on conditions, the company is 
cleaning out its field ditches, excavating

their underlying rock layers, and lining the 
ditches with limerock. The vast majority of 
U.S. Sugar's field ditches rün over 
limerock beds. 

, Once a ditch is lined, any water draining 
into it from the fields or seeping in from 
the ground must filter through the calcium 
carbonate. Company engineers hope to be 
ready during the coming rainy season to 
run field tests of working farm ditches, 
measuring the impact of the limerock 
treatment on the phosphorus levels of the 
water running to the big canals. 

"If what takes place in the lab holds true 
in the fields, we want to have some ditches 
ready so we can compare with the unlined 
ditches under actual working conditions," 
said U.S. Sugar 
engineering manager 
Lawrence Worth. 

The accelerated 


and excavating field ditches meshes with 
the improved pump management efforts 
announced earlier. "Once in place, all these 
techniques for phosphorus reduction will 
be interrelated," Worth explained. 

The effort to reduce phosphorus in field 
runoff is part of the alternative that the 
farm industry presented to the South 
Florida Water Management District board 
on April 9. The industry objects to the 
state plan to flood 58 square miles of 
farmland for use as storm water treatment 
areas at a cost of more than $400 million. 
The industry estimates that plan would 
result in the closing of two sugar mills and 
the immediate loss of 15,000 jobs at 
sugarcane farms and related industries. 

The Florida Sugar Cane League, which 
represents 80 percent of the industry, is 
determined to find more cost-effective 
methods that will protect farm jobs.

A Hospice of Palm Beach County patient's wish to be reunited 
with his family after 15 years came true last week when his son 
arrived from New Hampshire. 

Jacques Paquette, 53, greeted his son Andre, 23, at the Glades 
Health Care Center in Pahokee where he is now living. 

The efforts of Hospice nurse Linda Harper, LPN, made the 
reunion possible. She told Mr. Paquette's story to the Manchester 
Union Leader, where the family lived at the time of their last 
contact. 

"Thaye been diagnosed with a life-threatening disease," Mr. 
Páquette wrote, "and I would like to close my life by letting them 
(my family) know that I always loved them even though 
circumstances allowed us not to be together always." 

A divorce separated the, family in 1977. Sporadic telephone 
contact ended 10 years later when his daughter moved. 

Hours after the newspaper published his story, Mr. Paquette 
was contacted by his family at the Glades Health Care Center. 

He learned that his children, Toni, 24; Michele, 22; Richard, 22; 
and Andre had families of their own. 

Five grandchildren, including one set of twins, have increased 
the size of his family. 

Andre's visit was made possible by the Nurses' Discretionary 
Fund at Hospice which was established by a private contributor 
to meet the extraordinary needs of families in the Hospice 
Program.
